Ross rifles? Pubic monies; he said, 
were spent wastefully by the hundred 
miliion during the war and found its 
way into the pockets of friends of the 
administration. August expendéture 
by the government was $30,000,000 
for ordinary purposes, se sald, an in- 
crease of $9,000,000 in one month, 
The government system of taxation, 
he held as burdensome to all the 
people and relief to none. 

Present discontent he attributed in 
@ measure to war conditions, and to 
a great extent to the “utter, absolute 
unprovacature disregard to the pre- 
sent adm_nistration for public opin- 
ion, and its disregard of parliament- 
ary institutions,” by refusing to g9 
to the people, 

The Libera: party, he said, stood 
between tae high tariff policy of the 
present government ahd the policy 
of free trade. Tairff for revenue 
which will afford moderate protest- 
ion to necessary industries, is the aim 
of the party, he added. 

Mr. King Tendered Ovation 

Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King was 
tendered an ovation as he entered 
the hall behind two Highland pipers. 
He referred to tae August convention 
of the Liberal party in Ottawa at 
which the policies of the party were 
given a new application. 

He emphasized the point that 
everything was done in the open and 
that there was no concealment. He 
defended his choice as leader, stating 
that the convention held no dissent-

FREE TRADE IS 
ULTIMATE GOAL 
OF LIBERALISM 


O. Turgeon, M.P., Makes Pro- 
nouncement on Tariff And 
Natural Resources 


TAKES ADVANCED GROUND 


Says Western Provinces Should 
Get Control of Lands Without 
Eastern Consulation 


| Mr. ©, Turgeon, federal, member 
from New Brunswick, when = inter- 
viewed Monday evening before his de 
parture from the city, had some in 
teresting statements on two subjects 
of vital importance to the west—te 
tariff and the natural resources, 

On both these questidns Mr. Tur 
geon takes advanced ground; and with 
reference to the tarim he decepred 


that although the platform of tae Lib- 
eral party as laid down at the grear 


iaberai Convention at Oltawa Ime 
jyear does not demand free trade at 
}onee, stiil free trade is the ultimate 
}goai of the Liberal party. 

“Owing to world conditions and the 
probable (‘l-effecte of a too sudden 
dislocat.on of trade conditions, it 
moght not be w.se to institute «free 
trade between Canada and the reset 
of the world at onee,” ae stated, “but 
the heavy reductions that will be made 
by a Liberal government under Mac- 
kenzie King, who will most certainly 
|place a very large number of urticles 
on the free st immediate y, will of 
absolute certainty lead to free trade 
in the course of & very short tune. 


Had. Laurier’s reciprocity agreement 
been accepted by the pevple of Can- 
ada in 1911, and a Liberal party been 


retained in power after the passing 
of that agreement, Canada, in all pro- 
bability would awve been very ciore 


lio free trade today in spite of tho 
war. Free trade is bound to lessen the 
cost ef living, while protection of ne- 
cessity must increase it, in the inter- 
ests of & numerica.ly small group of 
capitalists, 

The Board of Commerce order *e- 
strict.ng the importation of sugar for 
the purpose of increasing its price to 
the consumers was the logical action 
of protectionists. The result © that 
| wou.d pave followed, had that order 
not been suspended, ts the natural 
ladn desired result of protection, 

Belong to Provinces 

Speaking ef the natural resources, 
Mr. Turgeon claimed that the owner- 
ship of the land and natura. resour- 
ces belonged of right to the provinces 
and that control and beneficial inter- 
lest should be given to them at once 
|wiatout consultation wit the easi- 
ern provinces. 

‘The eastern provinces, have no 
legal or moral right to any determin- 
}ation regarding this coutrol,” We sais 
|“I have already taken thie attitude 
jin public and am prepared to stand 
jby it. I was in Parliament when the 
western provinces were formed and 
have no hesitation in saying taat the 
contro’ of the lands was retained by 
the federal parlament simply as 4 
{matter of expediency—-and af a@ pa- 
triotic duty to the people of Canada, 
as the newly formed provinces of Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan were not at 
that time in a position to administer 
the lands and the then practically up- 
developed and unknown natural re- 
sources. They are now in position to 
administer them, and by all the laws 
of British constitutional principles are 
entitled to the beneficlal interest 
therein.” 

Took Political Life in Canada 

It is interesting to note that some 
years ago when the Maritime provin- 
ces were 60 energetically crying for 
an amendment:to tae Canadian con- 
stitution which would not force these 
provinces to accept decreased repre- 
sentation in parliament because of the 
increased popu-ation of other provin- 
ces, Mr. Turgeon was the only man 
in active political life from the Marl- 
time provinces, who apposed the de- 
manded change.

Bowen Blames City Council 


For Having Caused Withdrawal 
Of Offer by General Electric Co. 


Protest By Ald. Bowen Elicits Statement That Power Committee Had 
Secret Meeting on Sunday—Aldermen And Mayor Contend Im- 


portant Information Given Them By Mr. C. Taylor—Ald. Bowen 
Asks Why it Was Not Put Through in Regular Manner 


Clear and straightforward, there 
was nothing, indefinite about Ald. 
Bowen's protest to council on Mon- 
day, regretting that their delay had 
been the cause of the power offer 
of the General Electric company, hav- 
ing been withdrawn, 

In his protest Ald. Bow@én played 
a lone hand, but this did not prevent 
him sticking to his point, even when, 
one after the other, other aldermen 
got up to attack the offer of the Eng- 
lish company, Ald. McCoppen even 
going to the length of saying, that 
trom information they had received, 
the comparty was attempting to fleece 
the city out of some two million do!- 
lars. , 


Naturally this remark was taken 
exception to, and the source of the 
information asked. Then tho cat 
came out of the bag, for it appears 
that off Sunday the power commit- 
tee, and presumably, other aldermen, 
went off somewhere where they met 
the newly-appointed adviser, Mr. 
Chas, Taylor, and held a little secret 
meeting, and Mr. Taylor is now given 
the credit of having primed the ald- 
ermen with all sorts of information 
concerning the machinations of the 
company, and the dreadful thing it 
would have been for the city. 

From what could be gathered at 
council on Monday the mayor and 
aldermen are now holding up their 
hands in indignation at the idea that 
they ever allowed such an agreement 
to approach council. 

Considers Matter table. 

Nevertheless, Ald. Bowen had his 
say, and he expressed the opinion that 
he considered that the withdrawal of 
the offer was a very regrettable 
thing, in view of the fact that coun- 
cil and committees has been’ very 
slow in dealing with it. The company 
were evidently so disgusted with the 
delay that they had withdrawn the 
offer, and for this he was sorry, be- 
cause the citizens were interested in 
it. Personally, he wanted to protest 
at the way it had been allowed to 


drift along.

Ald Bowen had previously asked 
for the wire from Mr. Baron to he 
read, and this was done when Ald. 
Kinney moved that the wire be filed 
and Mr, Baron and Mr. Parsons in- 
formed that the terms of the offer 
were not acceptable to council. 

Ald. McLennan, seconded, and Al. 
Kinney then went on to say that coun- 
cil was protecting the interesta of the 
city in not dealing with the company 
and that they had not been dilatory 
in the matter, 

Ald. McLennan having stated his 
disapproval of the agreement, Ald. 
East remarked that Mr Taylor said 
that the city would lose two millions 
if the company operated it for thirty 
years. Surely the city could save a 
part of that sum by doing it them- 
selves, 

Ald. Milton Martin said that he 
opposed it on the ground that it was 
not a satisfactory offer, one point be- 
ing that it set a price for the whole 


period, 

Ald. Bowen: “No, there is a slid- 
ing scale.”

Opened Their Eyes. 

The mayor said that he had been 
in favor of the agreement, but Mr.

Canadian Institute of Mining 
And Metallurgy 


At the recent convention of the 
Canadian Institute of mining and met- 
allurgy at Winipeg, Dr. John A. A. 
Allen, of the University of Alberta, 
who wes a delegate from Alberta, 
gave data on the great mineral and 
oll poasibbities of this province as 
have been revealed through cesearch 
and surveys of the province. Over 
one hundred delegates attended the 
convention. Of this number twenty 
were from Alberta. 

In speaking of the oil possibilities 
of Alberta, and the great Northland, 
Dr. Allen pointed out that the first 
large reservoir’ had already been tap- 
ped in the Fort Norman district, and 
that that district represented from 


oil in large quantities wero 
good. Transportation, however. he’ 
said, was a difficult and a big prob- 
lem, and one*that cannot be solved 


tity of oll to be found there, It 
would probably take another two or 
three years at ‘east.

Many resident taxpayers, 
whose presence and address were 
known to the ¢ax collection depart- 
ment of the city, found that while the 
city authorities knew where they were 
when money was needed, the ssae 
authorities were ignorant of thoir 
|presence when the voter# list was be 
ing compiled. The mayor apent some 
money in paying canvassers to 829 that 
names were put on the list, yet these 
taxpayers’ names were left off the lst. 
Seeing that data of their presence 
existed in one of the departments un- 
der the commission board of which 
tlw mayor was a member, it is evident 
that the names placed on the list by 
those hired by the mayor were not 
taxpayers, or those taxpayers omitted 
would have been added. It is safe to 
Premise that the added names were 
those of non-taxpayers. If an effort 
was made to place the names of non- 
taxpayers on the list while the names 
of taxpayers were left off, it ie a sim- 
ple deduction to assume that the aim 
of the compilers of the list was to 
disfranchise the taxpayers and en- 
franchise the non-taxpayers. Surely 
this is the antithesis of democracy— 
to press the claims of those who do 
not pay to the exclusion of the abso- 
lute rights of those who do pay.

The result of these tactics was the 
submission of a policy to the*mnocy- 
voting electorate so entirely alien to 
their ideas that it obtained but a 
fraction of the votes necessary to 
carry it out. The defeat of the money 
bylaws showed that any effort to add 
to the civic burden by ¢«hose who re- 
fuse to carry any part of it, fails of it- 
self, Any administration in Edmon- 
ton that desires to borrow and apend 
money, and add@ tothe already-ivo- 
great mortgage on the city, will re- 
quire to have the endorsation not 
merely of voters, but of taxpayers.

The Omission and addition of 
names, covering matters of franchise 
and taxation, cannot longer be tolerat- 
ed with safety in civic matters, and 
the intrusion of: counctl committees ti 
the compilation of the list is exactly 
the thing the legislature wus trying to 
prevent, Thirty-two enumerators, 
working Gixteen disiricta in pairs, were 
engaged. The estimated results of 
their. work are’ almout «sensational 
in character. The list is much larger 
than ever. About 26,000 adults. of 
both sexes are registered, -and the 
percentage of direct taxpayers among 
them is likely to be emaller than ever 
This domands immediate investigation. 
It may be urged that ail residents pay 
taxes indirectly, which is true, But 
there is @ class that pays taxes only 
indirectly in Edmonton, a large class 
contributing a small amount; while 
there is a class that pays taxes: direct- 


ly as well as indirectly, and the di- 
rect tax constitutes a five per cent 
charge on the value of their homes, 


Whether the latter are prepared to 
continue @s the sole contributors to 
the city’s revenue in the form of di- 
reot taxation, is a matter for their im- 
mediate consideration. Whether ‘the 
others, who contribute a email por- 
tion indirectly to the civic exchequer 
should assume the right to urray 
themselves in political battle for the 
purpose af adding to the tax burdens 
of their fellows while they cont.nve 
exempt themselves, is a matter which 
they, too, should seriously consider. 

What must be mavifest to anyon: 
maxing even @ superficial examine- 
tion of the circumstances, is that 
there is no great hoards of wealth to 
draw from; that administrations 
elected by those who contribute least 
are likely to spend most; that it is im- 
possible to further continue splading 


one dolar for every sixty cents col- 
lected; and that a new responsible 
voters’ list’ made up of the maximum 
number of voters (all of whom are 


prepared, in eome way, to aid the city 
in meeting its expenses by belag tax- 
payers as well as voters) is the first 
step necessary to a fair and sound 
eystem of voting.
